‘Pruemte Excounren wit a Brar,--A 
de pernte fight with a bear took place the 
other evening ot Frunklin’s Pleasure Gar- 
dena, Northampton, whore the local Volun- 
teera had been havingo sham fight, The 
ropented firing in the grounds evidently 
alarmed tho wild animals thero, and when 
a man named Gotch entered the bear-pit 
one of the bears suddenly sprang upon hin 
fromm behind, and knocked him, partially 
unconscious, to the ground, Seizing the 
man's head in its fers pawa, the bear began 
gnawing athia scalp. Licut.-Colonel Hollis, 
whe with other Volunteers was attracted 
by the cries of spectatora, drew hia sword 
and hurledit atthe bear. Tho point of the 
weapon struck the animal, with the effect 
of making it still more ferocious, Licut. 
Hull, of Northampton, then ontered the pit 
and attacked the bear. With a poworful 
thrust he drove the bayonet into the bear's 
shoulder, and with a howl the animal im- 
mediately released ie hold- upon the pros- 
trate man ond turned upon Lieut. Hull. 
By dextercialy using the bayonet, however 
ropeatedly wounding the brute, Lieut. Hull 
mauoged to drive the bear to the wall, and 
Gotch svas rapidly, but with considerable 
difficulty, get out of the pit, Liout, Hull 
then mado his eacape. 


Is our iestte of yesterday, aays the Sircits 
Times, we noticed the fact Hat the Nether- 
lands Minister in China has taken measures 
to encourage direct emigration of Chinese 
coolies from the Coleatial Empiro to Deli. 
The resulting diversion of tho cooliv trade 
meats som Little loa of business to Singa- 
poro, furmerly the maim source of supply 
of that article. Planters in Deli drow their 


cooliy supplies from this port, until the 
high prices demanded by the brokers here 
for farnishing Ohinese labourera proved too 
exvthitant. The planters then formed a 
union to protect themsolves, tho members 
agreoing to acce,t no coolies above a fixed 
price. ‘The brokers then boycotted them 
so effectively that several of the unionist 
planters, sorely: distressed for want of to- 
houre's, gave way, and yislded to the 
common enemy, Their. defection result- 
ed in the break-up of the union. The 
members had to make the bost terms they 
could with the broketa, who raised t! o prica 
of cuulies higher than ever. -Personation, 
fraudulent emigration, and supplying in- 
forior mon were freely resorted to, until the 
planters could atand it no longer, aid the 
more enterpricing among them tuok steps to 
get coolies direct from China. Their suc- 
cess led to the planters onca more combin- 
ing to shake off tho yoko of the Straits 
brokers, . They. agre.d tn engage coolies 
only who had come straight from China, 
and the Dutch Government encouraged 
the movement, “Several steamer loads 
of coolies have” already. arrived in Deli 
by direct immigration,” and the success 
of the scheme so far may be looked 
npon aa sasured, especially now that 
the Notherlands Minister te China bas 
token measures to ensure fair dealing to 
all p-riics concerned, In British North 
Borneo, direct immigration from Ching 
also finds favour. Tho aaving of time and 
mo ey, and tho greater salisfaction re- 
sulting from it, strongly pleads for such a 
line of policy. Indeed thera can bo little 
doubt that it will be widely followed. In 
Pahang, coolies have already been received, 
for tin miuing, direct from Chins, and if 
Sarawak ia discontented with (he Singapore 
methods of dealing, its proper remedy also 
is to go direct to the pluce whence-the 
voolies come, .

RUSSIA AND COREA. 

Wohave alroady stuted that the telegram 
received here the other day about Russia's 
treaty with Corea would in all probability 
turn out to be nothing but an old story ra- 
vived by aome one whose imagination had 
been oxcited hy Judge Denny’s pamphlet 
and the pleasure trip of the Japanese 
ptinces. Crea scema to have arrived at a 
critical state in its history, but that doesnot 
prove the existence of secret troaties, Our 
atrong suspicions about the worthlossness of 
the recent rumours are coulirimed by what 
we observe in Home papers roccived by 
this mail. So 

The London d: China Express, in the 
course of any article, -saya:—In_ the 
matter of the country proper of Korea 
ehe (Russia) hos given certain assurances 
that phe will not eceupy Korean territory, 
In the note of the Teung-li- Yamén to Sir 
John Walsham, dated Oct. 31, 1886, and 
ineluded'in’ the despatches on the question 
of Port Hamilton, the following paragraphs 
ocerr ;— 

*For instance, ramoura have recently 
boon disseminated ‘fron Korea that Russia 
waa interfering with China’sfondatary. Tho 
Chineso Government accordingly demanded 
an explanation frum Russia as tu the exiat- 
ance or otherwise of this fact, and in duo 
course the Russian Foreign Office gave the 
Chinese Minister Lin the most frank assur. 
ances’ that tho Russian Government had 
absolutely no such intentions.

ATRAGIO AFFAIR IN COLOMBO.

The Police were on the alert all Jast night, 
roady to board tho.a.s, Hohenstaufen, having 
received orders to arrest one of the pas- 
sengots, who ig charged with criminal 
behavior in respect of a certain sum of 
monoy. It seems that Lord Carrington, 
Governor of New South Wales, telegraphed 
to Sir Arthur Gordon that a man had 
booked his passage by the Hohenstaujen 
‘undor the name of H. P, Seeton, and that 
he stood charged with criminal miseonduzt 
in respects of 2 sum of money amounting to 
£6,000, and giving his deacription; but 
scarcely any other de‘aila, The Inapector- 
General of Police having obtained the per- 
mission of the German Consul to seardh tho 
vessel, on the arrival of the Hohenstaufen, 
vory early this morning, Inspector Tre- 
venna, of the Detective Department, accem- 
panied by a Serzeant, repaired to the 
vessel, and without any. difficulty. found 
the man, who was.a Grat-class passenger 
to Southampton, and -arrested him. Mr 
B.P, Seeton, alias Dr Strathatlon Drom- 
mond, the errested man, is enid to be 
abut 38 years of agé, though he looks 
somewhat older, and ia of gentlemanly ad- 
dress and appearance He bad only ono 
trank with him, which contained very few 
clothes, and in which two bags wore found, 
one containing £3,950 in gold, and the 
other £13, also in gold. On being brought 
on shure, he was ab once Cunviyed to the 
Police Headquarters, sceompanied by Capt. 
Hansard, where he undorwent an enquiry ; 
and from theneo he was taken tu the Har- 
bour Police Office near tho Breakwater, 
where in all probability he will remaia until

He says he thinks bis wife's relations 
have ‘inatigated the proceedings, Ono of 
i hia marks of identification ia a bullet wound 
in bia iy whiell ha alleges he received 
whon serving as a doctor in the Fronch 
Medical Armbulanca Corps in the Jate 
Franco-Prussian War. ‘Tho money has 
been lodged for safety in the now Oriontal 
Bank Corporation.

AT SINGAPORE, 

The head-huniing scara continues to 
arouse alarm nmong the credulous natives, 
especially the Chiveso.

The adjourned inquest on the death of a 
native who was found some six weeks ago 
with bis head severed, was concluded yeatuc- 
day. This inqueat has been constantly 
adjourned from date to date in order to 
allow the police to get sume evidence which 
would lead to finding the perpetrator of the 
dead, but nothing Sas been for henming. 
‘The lead itself bas never heen found, and 
in fact nothing leading tu a clearance of the 
mystery: has been found out. Tho jury 
yesterday thereforereturned anopen verdict.
